It has become apparent over the past several days that we need a 
full-time coordinator to supervise and mesh the multitude of 
activities involved in the overall issue of refugees and evacuation 
from Indochina. The need for such a coordination was brought to 
the Presidents attention yesterday in the memorandum dealing 
with the parole authority of the Attorney General, 

We would propose the recall to active duty and appointment of 
Ambassador Dean Brown to be the Presidents Special Representa- 
tive on evacuation, humanitarian and refugee problems. He is 
eminently qualified to manage an interagency operation of this 
character, and we wouj^Lfurth er propose that each agency involved 
make availabT^^ ^a-^^ quire dT ^iie re spcuislble 

constitute a task force to deal with the problem. Tho' 
President has informally indicated the acceptability of Dean Brown 
for this role. 

Ifjypu.xoneuTT it would' be useful lb Inake this designation as quickly 
as possible. To that end, I have attached at Tab A a proposed press 
announcement which Ron Nessen could release today. At Tab B is a 
proposed Directive to the agencies concerned, establishing the task 
force and its responsibilities.
